that tax and similar threats to the business of pub­ 
lishing made since the Invention of printing. 
The 
press has fought for 
freedom 
from 
government 
throughout its history It has won many great battles 
and lost many . It still Is fighting; an endless battle 
is the only meaas of preserving freedom. 
The Constitution guarantees freedom of ex pression, 
but the Constitution, too, Is subject to attack. There 
alway s will be men 
afraid 
of 
public information 
which they cannot control, Just as there alway s will 
be men who chafe against 
restraints 
which they 
cannot cast off to suit their personal desire*. 
Free­ 
dom, which implies the right to impose restraints as 
well as to give approval, is too broad a conception 
for some minds to grasp. 
One passage of Mr. J ustice Sutherland’s opinion is 
destined to be quoted frequently .
